constitu tion.” 
H au ptm ann recently appealed 
to the highest tribu nal to sav e 
him from th e electric chair. He 
criticized the activ ities of the a t­ 
torney general of New Jersey , 
Dav id T. W ilentz and asserted 
the celebrated trial a t Flem ing­ 
ton resem bled a “circu s.” 
Reply ing to these contentions, 
the New Jersey brief su m m ar­ 
ized its argu m ent as follows:

The Ru shv ille Telegram in a fron t page edi­ 
torial today , attem pts to take issu e ov er the in ­ 
firm ary project as tu rn ed down by the cou n ty 
cou n cil, declarin g th a t “politics'” prov ed to be 
the reason for rejectin g a proposition as su bm it­ 
ted by the WPA or some other alphabetical 
agen cy .

A total of 161,982 persons in 
Indiana are given employment 
by enterprises directly connected 
with the production and opera­ 
tion of motor vehicles, according 
to Todd Stoops, secretary-treas­ 
urer of the Hoosier Motor Club. 
“Mr. Stoops said that total em­ 
ployment provided 
by Motor 
transportation for the country as 
a whole amounts to approxi­ 
mately 5,065,000 persons, or ap­ 
proximately 12 per cent of all 
those gainfully employed.” 
“The figures, Mr. Stoops said, 
cover workers in motor vehicle 
manufacturing 
establishments, 
petroleum refining, sales and ser­ 
vice units, Federal and State 
road construction, truck and bus 
drivers, and raw material work­ 
ers. They do not take into consid­ 
eration other millions of workers 
who depend more or less indi­ 
rectly upon motor transporta­ 
tion for their jobs.” 
“In wholesale, retail and ser­ 
vice establishments alone, the 
automotive business groups give 
employment to 655,012 workers 
and have an annual payroll of 
$801,006,000. This means that the 
automotive group furnishes work 
and wages for one out of every 
six persons in the nations whole­ 
sale, retail and service trades.” 
•Sales by the automotive group 
of such establishments are as­ 
suming greater importance' in 
the dollar turnover of the na­ 
tion’s business, now amounting 
to approximately $7,839,025,000 
of which $3,163,198,000 represent­ 
ed wholesale business, $4,419,- 
249,000 retail and $256,578,000 
sales and service trades.” 
“The inability of the motorist 
to find parking space for his car 
makes a substantial contribution 
toward income of the service 
trades, as more than $27,000,000 
is paid out annually to parking 
lots and storage garages.” 
“In the movement to modern­ 
ize the farms of America, the au­ 
tomobile has far and away led 
all other types of improvement, 
according to Todd Stoops, secre- 
tary-manager of the Hoosier 
Motor Club.” 
“A recent survey, Mr. Stoops 
declared, revealed 
that more 
than 60 per cent of all farm fam­ 
ilies now on one or more motor 
automobiles, whereas only 35 per 
cent have the use of electricity 
and only about 12 per cent have 
running water in their homes.” 
• The latest official count made 
by the government of the num­ 
ber of motor vehicles owned in 
rural territory. There can be lit­ 
tle doubt that this figure has in- I 
creased materially since that I 
time. Last year, for instance, ■ 
sales of motor vehicles on farms 
and in small towns increased 38 
per cent as compared with a gain 
of only 18 per cent in sales made 
in larger cities.” 
-The farmer, then, has become 
one of the most important car- 
owning groups of the nation. To 
most rural car owners, the auto­ 
mobile is a necessity rather than 
a luxury. Not only does it provide 
him contact with the outside 
world, but he uses it for carrying 
his goods to market and bringing 
home necessities purchased in 
the larger communities. With 
railroads more and more aban­ 
doning branch and spur lines 
serving rural territory, the farm­ 
er has come to be absolutely de­ 
pendent upon motorized trans­ 
portation, as can be seen from 
the fact that more than 1,000,000 
trucks are farm owned.
